The office of governor 
only pays $4,000 a year, o r for four 
years $10,000.

I f there isn t,

W hile we are

Within a few days tile question of 
continuing the federal farm demon­ 
stration work in Wise county will be 
presented to the com missioner’s court 
for solution. 
The co-partnership a r­ 
rangement between the government 
and W ise county for tho preceding 
year bas expired and if it is desired 
that the work lie continued a new con­ 
tract or agreement must be perfected. 
Because of the fact that the demon­ 
stration work has b, en extended to 
include the northern as well as the 
southern state- the federal appropri­ 
ation of fund-s as respects the south 
ha> been d i mini shed in proportion, 
necessitating the cutting down for Hie 
succeeding year of the sum which has 
heretofore been expended in 
each 
southern county for prosecuting the 
work. The federal department of ag­ 
riculture is desirious of continuing 
the work in every county in which it 
has been instituted hut feels tile h an d ­ 
icap which has been placed upon it 
by the division and appropriation of 
a pro rata of its funds among the ag­ 
ricultural districts of the northern 
states who seeing the successful re­ 
sults of demonstration efforts in the 
south, have interceded in their own 
behalves and secured the extension of 
the work amongst themselves. 
The 
amount which is being offered 
to 
Wise county for the succeeding year 
is one or two hundred dollars less 
than was appropriated last year, but 
the federal department is W ise county 
to make good the deficiency and allow 
the work to proceed undisturbed. 
It is not convenient for the average 
citizen to obtain proof positive of the 
accomplishments of the demonstration 
propaganda in this county for the 
work in ’its untried stage and has not 
cached the magnitude to attract gen­ 
eral notice, yet it may be sanguinely 
inticipated that agent D. B. Gilliland 
will present to the commissioner’s 
court such an array of facts and fig­ 
ures and such evidences of results and 
achievements gained that the court 
vill be convinced of the thrifty eco­ 
nomical idea of continuing the labors 
in Wise county. 
The basis of the 
demonstration propaganda is eternal, 
unalterable truth in 
farming. 
Its 
teachings are the cry stalization of the 
wisdom of the world's ablest men in 
the domain of agriculture. 
It strikes 
at the root of doubt, of prejudice, of 
ignorance and of apathy which woe­ 
fully affect the farming of our county 
and puts in their stead clear concep­ 
tion of specific measures to adopt and 
inspiration and enthusiasm in execut­ 
ing them. 
There can be no gainsaying that the 
propaganda does not t -ain and edu­ 
cate, does not exalt, inspire and im­ 
bue with hope, that it does n >t make 
a profitable cash return to the com­ 
munity which is thrifty and enter­ 
prising enough to invest in it. 
In simple words the demonstration 
propaganda pays. If employed faith­ 
fully aDd persistently over a number 
of years or throughout a period of 
sufficient duration to enable its doc­ 
trine gradually to trickle into a fixed 
place in the general conception, to 
become the basis of a specifically and 
substituted farming policy, it pays. 
In pays best in the increase of ma- 
material wealth, it exhalts homes and 
develops society. As yet. demonstra­ 
tion in Wise county has been playing 
only about the edges, here and there 
where it could get an opportunity, 
where it could find a rare spot of hos­ 
pitality. 
Lt has not yet worked its 
way into the heart of the farming fab­ 
ric and the natural laws cannot until 
it breaks down it> b arriers and over­ 
rides its difficulties. 
If given time it will do this; it sure­ 
ly will become the heart of our eco­ 
nomical being and will pump wealth 
and prosperity and happiness through 
all the veins and channels of our ex­ 
istence—if given time. Itsh o u ld have 
time. 
The 
com missioner’s 
court 
should give it all the opportunity it 
needs and it demands a long course 
for its best success because it is a 
long-winded game. 
To abandon it

municipal advertisement 
Dirt, dust and disorder have driven 
many an otherwise good merchant on 
the rocks of failure. 
We buy our 
goods from the retailer who haB the 
cleanest, moat attractive stock, the 
best delivery system, but not neces­ 
sarily the lowest prices; today we 
are willing to pay for efficiency; the 
time value, the place value, the art 
value are factors that influence busi­ 
ness. 
Cities compete for trade; the cus­ 
tomer arrives in your town at a dirty, 
dangerous 
and 
disgraceful 
railroad 
station; he inhales a draught of sew­ 
er gas and factory smoke, seizes his 
grip and starts the short walk to his 
hotel; stranger in a strange land, he 
tries to get his bearings; his hotel is 
at the corner of Pacific and Pearl 
but no street signs appear; a cloud 
of dust from a dirty street blinds his 
eyes and he just escapes being run 
over by a taxi-cab driven 
on 
the 
wrong side of the street. 
The police­ 
man says, "Up one block; then 
to 
your right.” 
That block happens to 
be 800 feet long without a break and 
the wondering cnstomer reaches his 
hotel with a curse of contempt for 
such an illy planned town.

safety and artistic surroundings? 
The best advertised cities in the 
United States are not the ones who 
exploit their commercial advantages 
most widely, not the cities with the 
cheapest fuel, the most railroads, the 
lowest freight rates; the cities that 
are home cities, beautiful cities, well 
planted cities, are advertised by their 
loving friends. 
In Detroit “where life Is worth liv­ 
ing,” we see the most conspicuous ex 
ample; it is not only a slogan, it is 
a fact. If you have been there but 
once you will always be impressed 
with the most powerful of municipal 
advertisements, namely, the 
appear 
ance of the city itself. 
Broad, well 
kept streets, parks, playgrounds, river 
front, delight the eye, charm 
your 
senses, and you say these people are 
not only prosperous, they are happy. 
The desirable type of citizen to at­ 
tract is not the mere money-maker 
A city is never built by the men who 
only strive to take all they can from 
a city and give nothing back. 
If your 
city 
has 
wonderful 
fortune-making 
possibilities and attracts men for that 
alone, they will be citzens only until 
their fortunes are made; then they hie 
themselves to cities where they can 
enjoy the spending of the wealth they 
have wrested from you.

Cates Discusses Topics Talked 
About at College Station fleet 


One of the subjects discussed which 
most interested me at the convention 
of farmers at College Station was 
that of terracing farm lands to pre­ 
vent their washing. This is a method 
of soil preservation and resotration 
in which this community could afford 
to invest no little serious investiga­ 
tion and some money. The district in 
timber immediately west of Decatur 
could be converted iuto a splendid 
production area under the treatment 
which is now being resorted to in all 
hilly farming regions or more partic­ 
ularly 
regions where progresssive 
ideas obtain. 
The subject was discussed before 
the farmers in convention from the 
experience 
and 
standpoint 
of 
a 
thoughtful East Texas farmer who 
had devoted several years to the 
practice of terracing his own place. 
His claim was that terracing his land 
resulted in increasing the yield of 
every crop that had been planted on 
such treated soil, not in small quan­ 
tity but in surprising degree. Terrac. 
ing, it is claimed, is both a soil and 
moisture preserver, and if this be 
true what intrinsically more valuable 
farm methods could be adopted in the 
undulating farm regions of the com­ 
munity. 
Striking a levee on the hill­ 
side and throwing up a ridge in con­ 
formity with the meanderings of such 
levee walls up the onrushing water 
behind that ridge which finding no 
other quick outlet begins to sink into 
ground—rapidly if the ground has 
been plowed. 
The ridges are thrown 
up at equal distances from the top to 
the bottom of the hillsides, the aver­ 
age width of the farm of the gentle­ 
man who discussed the method, being 
about 20 feet. It is a simple opera­ 
tion according to the East Texas au- 
thoiity and can be readily used by 
any intelligent farmer when once he 
understands the essentials. 
All in 
the way of tools that is required in a 
home made levee costing about 20 
cents and an ordinary turning plow. 
There is practically no other expense. 
This is one phase of what is called 
scientific farming in which the 9 0m- 
munity, both country and town,, has 
a lively economic interest. There are 
numberless acres of land hereabouts 
which, under the disastrous attacks 
of erosion have been rendered prac­ 
tically useless for farming purposes, 
and in the ratio in which they have 
washed away have subtracted from 
the power of our farming resources 
to return an income or dividend. 


Two methods can be resorted to to 
make such washed farms once m ore 
productive—planting them to grass, 
or terracing and making the land 
productive of stake crops. 
It is the 
sandy land farms that have been 
most affected. These lands are usu­ 
ally underlaid with a red clay sub­ 
soil usually very rich in potash and 
a very productive soil when plowed 
and exposed to the air and fed with 
vegetable matter, such as turned un­ 
der cow pea vices or manures to form 
humus. It is hard to get a grass crop 
such as johnson or bermuda started 
on a hillside until the land has been 
treated for two or three years as 
above indicated, consequently terrac­ 
ing in either event would be alm ost 
necessary because while the soil o d 
the hillsides was in the act of being 
loosened and deepened it is further 
exposed to the danger of rains and 
floods. 


The one solution of the question 
whether it is desired to plant the 
slopes in grass or reconvert them to 
staple farming is that of terracing, 
and it is up to the commercial inter­ 
ests of Decatur—the commercial club 
if it existed—to say whether or not 
this saving farm practice shall be here 
employed. 
To this community the 
science is new and will be looked 
upon with as much doubt and regard­ 
ed with as much prejudice as all new 
methods are looked upon. 
There are 
some few among us, however, who are 
acquainted with the agricultural his­ 
tory of the old southeastern states, 
such as the Carolinas and Georgia, 
who know that worn hillsides in these 
sections have been restored by terrac­ 
ing and, supplemented by the use of 
turned under cow peas and clover and 
the use of fertilizer, are being made 
to produce from one to a bale and a 
half of cotton per acre. 
No business town can .afford to 
have its farming terrritory remain 
non-productive; it is a wasteful and 
extravagant business policy even to 
allow a portion of the land to remain 
idle. The leadership should come— 
from the town and the sooner the first 
steps are taken the earlier the arrival 
of returns.

■ SAVED A COLLEGE

to no good reason why a man 
>e persuaded by advertising 
church or donate 91,000 to a

is well as to buy a mattress 
with a peculiar name or a fountain 
pen with a particular crook. 
It was toft for a small institution on 
the prairies of South Dakota—Huron 
college of Huron—to make a conspicu­ 
ous success 
of 
college advertising 
aimed at the people with money rather 
than children, in an effort to obtain 
sufficient endowment to enable it to 
continue its efforts to educate the 
youth of the frontier state. The goal 
was an endowment fund of $500,000 
to be raised before a certain date in 
order to secure large contingent gifts, 
and Batoffilent C. H. French ascribes 
_mufeu 
The success of the campaign 
to the advertising bf the college. 
Before the advertising began Presi­ 
dent French had good “distribution,” 
to use the terms of merchandising. He 
and his college were known to the 
members of the Presbyterian church 
over the country. 
The school is at­ 
tached to that denomination, although 
as is usual with the small western col­ 
leges, young people of all denomina­ 
tions attended. President French, who 
was his own agency and advertising 
man, was also provided with supple­ 
mental advertising to that done in pe­ 
riodicals and 
had 
follow-up in the 
shape of a college bulletin which went 
to a large list of friends of the col­ 
lege. 
Because the college could appeal to 
but a limited class the advertising was 
confined to two church papers, the 
Contkient and the New York Observer. 
The4ppy was changed each week.

There was behind the college a his­ 
tory replete with the sacrifices of stu­ 
dents and professors so that there 
were human interest tales in abun­ 
dance on which to hang an ad. 
The 
college had been running $20,000 a 
year behind in 
its 
expenses. 
This 
money had to be Raised by the presi­ 
dent on begging 
expeditions. 
The 
trustees determined to end that and 
set after an endowment. The general 
educational board and J. J. Hill helped 
with large gifts contingent on raising 
the Teat—so much in South Dakota 
and the rest elsewhere. 
Used House Organ, Too. 
Although South Dakota has had two 
years of poor crops, work was com­ 
menced on the members of the Pres­ 
byterian church in that state. 
They 
were sent copies of the Bulletin, the 
“house organ,” in which a history of 
the college was printed, together with 
current news about the progress of 
the endowment campaign. Each week 
these same 
families 
received the 
quarter-page ads. of the college in 
their church paper, pounding home the 
message that Huron college would die 
unless the money were found. 
The ads. were rather unique In their 
breaking away from ordinary religious 
paper advertising. 
One was as fol­ 
lows: 
“A birthday dollar.” 
A little 
girl almost six years old overheard 
her m otheranri father talking about

if it did not get endowment. 


‘What, that college die?' she cried. 
‘We can’t let it do that, can we, moth­ 
er? I will give the dollar that grand­

A small boy 
who gave two cents got a big “head 
in the advertisement of the college 
soon^after.

NEW TYPE OF SPRAY NOZZLE 


Effectiveness of Spraying 
Depends 
Largely Upon Character of Ta­ 
pering Tube Employed. 


The effectiveness of spraying de­ 
pends in large measure upon the 
character of the nozzle used, and it is 
especially Important that the nozzle 
should be adapted to the specific pur­ 
pose for which it is to be used. G. E. 
Stone of the Massachusetts station 
has devised a nozzle which he has 
used with very satisfactory results in 
spraying large trees from a high-pres­ 
sure machine. 
This nozzle to shown in Fig. I, at 
A. 
It consists of a nozzle screwed 
tightly on to the tip of a standard at­ 
tachment provided with shut-off, such 
as Is often employed in spraying work. 
(See B.) The attachment, however, Is 
incidental, as it may be fitted to any 
suitable metal connection threaded to 
fit, and provided with a hose connec­ 
tion at the lower end. The essential 
part of the nozzle, as shown at A, con­ 
sists of a small brass tip, t, about I Vi 
inches long, provided with an aperture 
at the end one-eighth of an inch in 
diameter, although sometimes an aper­ 
ture of 5-32 or 3-16 of an inch in diam­ 
eter has been employed. 
About an 
inch or more above the center of the 
aperture there is placed a solid brass 
rod, c, one-fourth or an inch in diame­ 
ter. 
This is attached to another rod, 
d, by means of a thin sheet of brass; 
the rod, d, works in a socket and al­ 
lows the pointed brass rod, c, to be 
thrown in or out of center at will. The 
object of this center brass rod, c, is to

take the spray as it comes out of the 
one-eighth-inch 
nozzle 
under 
high 
pressure and break it up into a fine 
mist, and with the pressure which we 
used it is capable of throwing the 
mist 20 or 25 feet. 
This is sufficient 
to reach, from a ladder, most of the 
foliage on a large elm tree. 
In case 
it is necessary to reach higher, the 
adjustment is thrown out of the cen­ 
ter and the spray 
goes 
directly 
through the one-eighth-inch aperture. 
By this means a greater distance and 
carrying power are secured, although 
not so fine a spray. 
In the drawing the nozzle is shown 
surrounded by a shield, c, which was 
for 
the 
purpose of protecting the 
point, c. The nozzle as originally con­ 
structed was not provided with a 
shield, being used for some days with­ 
out it, but with the hard usage which 
it received [it was] found that 
the 
adjustment was likely to be Injured. 
The nozzle was used 
in 
connection 
with a machine giving 
250 pounds 
pressure, and the spraying mixture 
was carried through a one-inch hose. 
This nozzle was used 
. . . 
in 
spray*ng over 1,000 trees having an 
average diameter of about 22 inches. 
Careful estimates made showed that 
the average amount of arsenate of 
lead per tree was 1.7 pounds, or about 
17 gallons of arsenate of lead solu­ 
tion. The cost of spraying each tree, 
including the labor, gasoline and lead, 
was 55 cents. 
The spraying was Just as thorough 
and the cost was about one-third of 
that by the ordinary method, using 
Vermonel and other flne-mist nozzles.

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The United States forest service is 
prepared to reforest 30,000 acres an­ 
nually. 
Trees should not be planted on a 
high slope, for the soil to likely to be 
too thin. 
Grape vines require frequent shal­ 
low cultivation throughout the en­ 
tire season. 
Get your spraying 
equipment in 
good order several days before you 
must begin spraying. 
Strain all spray materials through 
a good, fine strainer. 
It avoids clog­ 
ged nozzles and wasted time. 
The time to get a thing is when it 
is there. 
The time to get the apple 
worm is before he gets inside. 
Know what you must spray for, then 
do the work right. Don’t expect any 
one spray material to be a universal 
remedy. 
When making the first application 
of poison for the codling moth use a 
coarse nozzle, high pressure and fill 
every calyx. 
With fruiting 
orchards, 
mineral 
fertilizers are often \ of great assist­ 
ance, but an ezoess of nitrogen should 
be avoided. 
The pruning season to on—It re­ 
quires much work, but more judg­ 
ment. The age and variety of the tree 
must be kept in mind. 
When the strawberries are off the 
vines remove the mulch sad cultivate 
thoroughly to kill (Mf'the weeds 
put the toll Is flee eoadtttow.

Always have bay leaves in the house 
for use in soups and stews, but don’t 
make the mistake of using any pro­ 
nounced flavors, like bay, thyme, sage, 
or any one spice, too frequently, else 
the family will tire of it. 
Potato Soup.—Six potatoes, peeled 
and boiled with one onion. Warm one 
quart of milk and water, add potatoes, 
mashed, season with salt, pepper, but­ 
ter and a 
tablespoon * of 
chopped 
parsley. 
Tomato Soup.—One quart can toma­ 
toes, half tablespoon salt, one pint hot 
water, quarter teaspoon pepper, one 
tablespoon sugar, six cloves, one small 
onion, one tablespoon butter, two ta­ 
blespoons cornstarch, one stalk celery, 
one tablespoon extract of beef. 
Put 
tomator, water, sugar, salt, pepper and 
cloves to boil 15 minutes. 
Put but­ 
ter into frying pan, 
when 
hot, 
add 
sliced onion, fey five minutes (do not 
brown), add cornstarch, cook two min­ 
utes, add to tomato, etc., simmer five 
more minutes; strain thoroughly, add 
extract of beef, return to fire, and boil 
up once. 
Mulligatawny Soup.—Cut the breast 
of a young chicken (after it has cook­ 
ed in soup stock) in small pieces. Put 
ift a kettle the carcass and bones of 
the chicken, and enough soup to cover 
it, simmer for one hour and strain; 
fry two small onions in an ounce of 
butter, add three-fourths of an ounce 
of flour, stir well, pour the broth in 
the butter and onions, boil up, add 
one-half tablespoonful of curry pow­ 
der, half a oup of milk, pepper and 
salt; simmer for ten minutes; put the 
chicken meat in the soup tureen, two 
tablespoonfuls of boiled rice, pour over 
the soup and serve. 
Half a teaspoon­ 
ful of beef will help strengthen the 
chicken stock. 
Tomato Bisque.—Stew a can of to­ 
matoes with a pinch of saleratus in it, 
about ten minutes. 
Boil three pints of 
milk, thicken with one tablespoon of 
flour, butter size of an egg, salt and 
pepper to taste. 
Then strain the to­ 
matoes into the hot milk and serve im­ 
mediately. 
Salmon Soup.—Heat a quart of milk 
in a double boiler with a slice of onion 
and thicken with 
a 
tablespoon 
of 
flour creamed into one of butter. Re­ 
move the onion. 
Add a teaspoon of 
salt, a speck of cayenne and half 
a 
can of salmon which has been chop­ 
ped very fine.
